The B rutal M urderer M aintains an 
Attitude* of IndJiTeronoe. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 10.—Samuel Hen­ 
derson, the 15-year-old boy cliarg» d 
with killing: 5-year-old Percy Lo< \r1 «*r 
last Friday, was yesterday committed 
to prison to await the action of the 
grand jury. 
It 
was testified before 
Coroner Ashbridge that the cause of 
death was drowning, and after a num ­ 
ber of witnesses had been heard the 
jury held the boy responsible for the 
child's death. The boy prisoner still 
maintained the unconcerned bearing 
that has characterized him since the 
arrest, paying not the slightest atten­ 
tion to his parents* grief. His father 
and mother were present at the in­ 
quest, and the former gave way to vio­ 
lent outbursts of grief. While Addi- 
oon, the 7-year-old boy who was in the 
woods with young Henderson and lit­ 
tle Percy on the night of the tragedy, 
stated that he savv Henderson siab 
Percy a number of times and then take 
him to the creek, lie also said that 
Henderson had previously tied him to 
a tree, but that he had broken away 
and ran for home, From Dr. Morton's 
testimony It was evident that the child 
had been placed in the creek before he 
was dead. ♦ 1

A Counterpart of Jesse Pomeroy 
Appears in Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 19*—1The body of 5- 
jrear-old Percy Lockyer, the little boy 
who was murdered last Friday night 
by 15-year-old Samuel Henderson, was 
on Sunday found in the bottom of “Red­ 
dies*' creek, Sixtieth 
and Catharine 
Btreets. Henderson is now locked up In 
a cell a t police 
headquarters. 
The 
body of the child, when found, was 
weighted bv two 
heavy stones, one ^ 
about his neck and the other around 
his ankles. 
His skull was crushed in 
and there was a knife thrust just above 
the heart and similar wound3 on his 
breast, side and forehead, while on one 
side of the face is a long cut, extending 
from below the eye to the chin. 


From what the police have been able 
to learn the crime seems to have been 
one of the most horrible character, and 
if all its details are true it 
stamps 
young* Henderson as a degenerate of the 
worst type. 
lie 
does not seem to 
realize the enormity of his crime. On 
Saturday, after his arrest, he told this 
story of the killing: 


“I found Percy Lockyer at play with 
several companions in front of the 
West End schoolhouse, and induced 
him to walk across the fields to the 
woods in search of ‘piggies* to play 
hocky with. After coaxinpr him 
for 
•erne time he agreed to go, and we went 
together. 


“I was standing at the foot of a hill 
on the side of which, half way up, Percy 
was at play. I was whittling a stick. 
The creek was just behind me. All of 
a sudden I got tired of whittling and 
stopped, holding my knife against my 
hip, blade outward. 
Just then I saw 
Percy running down the hill at full 
speed. I had been bending over, and 
' Just as I straightened up Percy struck 
me and ran squarely upon the knife. 
It pierccd his heart. He fell over back­ 
ward, and didn’t speak again. His legs 
twitched once or twice. 
I was scared 
because I thought I had killed him, 
and picked the body up and carried it 
to the creek, where I tumbled it intq 
the water and went home.” 
* Yesterday, however, when shown the 
mutilated body of the child he admit­ 
ted that he was responsible for those 
cuts as well, but he still persisted that 
It was an accident. 


The police, however, say that it was 
a planned murder, in which the guilty 
one also purposed ending the life of an ­ 
other small boy, Willie Addison, aged 
7 years. Hendefson, it 13 claimed, h*s 
been reading trashy novels of the wild 
western stamp, and has shown a de­ 
sire to emulate the 
“hero” of those 
tales. 
The police assert that Hender­ 
son accompanied Lockyer and Add-son 
to the woods, as he told on Saturday, 
but instead of any accident happening 
to either Henderson tied both children 
to a tree, ^ddison broke away and ran 
home. 
It was then, it is said, that 
young Lorkyer's death was accomplish­ 
ed. Young Henderson's father declares 
that his boy is insane. 


The murder of young Lockyer recalls 
the crime, earlv in the 70\s, of Jesse 
Pomeroy, now serving a life sentence 
in 
the 
Massachusetts 
state 
prison. 
Pomeroy, then 15 years old, lured a 4- 
year-old boy to the meadows back of 
South Boston, and there stabbed the 
little one to death wiih a jacklcnife. 
The child's body was covered with 
wounds, and his little hands 
were 
cruelly haclred. showing that he had 
held them before him in an effort to 
ward off the cruel stabs. 
Pomeroy, 
since his imprisonment, has made sev­ 
eral clever attempts to escape. 


THE WORKJDF CONGRESS. 


Tho Ijodsro Im m igration Bill Passed 


by tho Senate. 


Wednesday of last week Mr. Davis con­ 
cluded his speech in the senate, strongly 
urging Hawaiian annexation as of para­ 
mount importance in the event of a 
conflict between Oriental powers or 
with this country. The annexationists 
despair of securing ihe solid Republican 
vote. The house on Wednesday passed 
an urgent deficiency bill carrying $1,- 
741,843, including $520.000 for the sol­ 
diers' home at Danville. Ills. 


In the senate Thursday bills were in­ 
troduced for the construction of four 
coast defense mom.or?, and an appro­ 
priation for a gunboat for the groat 
lakes was favorably reported. The H a­ 
waiian treaty was considered in„ execu­ 
tive sersinn. 
In the houje an unsur- 
cessful effort was made to defeat the 
appropriation in the agricultural bill of 
$130,000 for the free seed distribution. 
An amendment adopted provides for in­ 
spection of horse meat intended for ex­ 
port. 


Last Friday's executive session of the 
senate was spent in discussing the 
nomination of Attorney General Mc­ 
Kenna. 
for 
supreme 
court justice. 
Messr*. Hoar of Massachusetts and 
White of California bitteriy assailed 
the American Protective association for 
dragging religious questions into a dis­ 
cussion affecting a m an’s fitness for 
office. Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, opposed 
the nomination until charges made by 
the California bar, questioning Mr. Mc­ 
Kenna’s legal status, could be investi­ 
gated. 
The case was postponed until 
Friday of this w'eek, when a vote will 
be taken. The house passed the con­ 
sular appropriation bill. 


On Saturday the house devoted two 
hours to general debate on the army 
appropriation bill and the remainder of 
the day to eulogies of the late Repre­ 
sentative Seth W. Milliken, of Maine. 
The senate was not in session. 


The senate on Monday last passed 
the Lodge Immigration bill by a vote of 
45 to 2S. 
This measure requires on 
educational 
qualification 
for 
immi­ 
grants, and has been vigorously op­ 
posed by organizations composed of 
citizens of foreign birth. Senator Wol­ 
cott, chairman of the monetary com­ 
mission, reported on the commission's 
failure to secure an international agree-, 
ment, saying: their efforts were under­ 
mined by reports which went abroad 
from this country. 
He vigorously de­ 
nounced the financial policy of Secre­ 
tary Gage, and declared that that of­ 
ficial did not represent the views of the 
president. 


Last Monday was District of Columbia 
day in the house, but only three bills of 
local importance were passed. The re­ 
mainder of the session was devoted to 
further consideration of the army ap­ 
propriation bill.

sas and Iowa do not celebrate officially 
the birthday of the Father of their 
country, Decoration Day is observed 
only in the North, and Labor Day is a 
legal holiday in only about half of the 
States.

And it is surprising what an 
effective combination they make for 
dance music, in which the marking of 
time is more essential thou melody or 
harmony. 
The accordion is rather 
popular among the peon, or laborer, 
olass, and with it the calabash and fcfte 
cowhorn are blessed mitigations, pro* 
portionately to the vigor with which 
they are operated. 


Venezuelan women do not generally 
sing much or well, and it seems a lit­ 
tle strange that this should be so, for 
most of them have sweet speaking 
voices. 
And a great many of the men 
do sing well.—New York Tribune.

RECIPE TOR HOREHOUND CANDT. 


A tested recipe for horohoiind can* 
dies consists of pound of dried liore* 
hound leaves boiled in one quart ol 
water, cooled, and then boiled again 
for five minutes,

the liquid through a cloth; put it back 
on the fire, and let it simmer until the 
quantity is reduced to four or five 
ounces. 
Add an ounce of gum arabic, 
and when dissolved enough fine sugar to 
make a dough or paste, as for lozenges. 
Eoll out, and cut in small pieces with 
a perfectly clean thimble or a little 
cutter such as is used by confectioners.

Strain a cupful of rich broth, and add 
to it twice as much boiling water, put 
it on the range and cook slowly until 
it has absorbed all the,water, and mix 
two raw eggs in a large cup *of hot 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of grated 
cheese, and a tablespoonful of butter, 
and pour to the rice; stir well to* 
gether, add a cupful of minced meat 
and ham, mix it all well, add salt suf­ 
ficient to season it, and then turn in­ 
to a buttered mould, cover and set tho 
dish into a driopiug-pan of boiling 
water, and bake half an hour. 
When 
done, dip the mould in cold water, 
and turn upside down on a flat dish, 
and it will slii) out of the mould easily. 


NORMAN SOUP. 


This is one of the best white soups 
that can be made, having also the 
merit of being economical. 
Put a 
knuckle of veal into four quarts of 
cold water with a quart of small but­ 
ton onions, and boil gently for two 
hours. 
Then cut up into it half a loaf 
of bread and cook for an hour and a 
half longer. 
Then take out the meat, 
scrape it all from the bone and cut it 
fine, and press the broth, bread and 
onions through a sieve. 
Then rub to­ 
gether a tablespoonful of butter or 
oleomargarine, with two tablespoon- 
tuls of flour until quite smooth, and 
stir this into a quart of milk placed on 
the stove and brought to the boiling 
point, but not allowed to boil. When 
the flour has been cooked in this, add 
it to the soup, put b$ck the pieces of 
meat, add salt and pepper to taste and 
serve. 
Force-meat balls are very nice 
with thi.3 soup.—New York World.

CLEANING FURNITURE. 


One reason why people fail in clean­ 
ing furniture coverings is that they 
are too economical in the use of 
naphtha.

and will destroy every vestige of 
moths. 
If the articles are to be left 
m the house they may be wrapped in 
sheets, tightly pinned around them. 
This keeps a certain amount of the 
odor in tho furniture for a long time, 
and renders it doubly safe. 


It cannot be too strongly empha­ 
sized that no light of any kind must 
be taken into the rooms while the 
naphtha-cleaned 
articles, 
recently 
cleaned, are there. 
The inflammable 
nature of naphtha vapor makes it ex­ 
ceedingly dangerous when brought 
near a flame. 


Cushions, carpets and wool draperies 
may safely be cleaned in this way, and 
all that is necessary is to throw all 
draperies over a line in the yard,open 
the windows, remove the wrappings 
from the furniture, and let the breeze 
have full sweep through the rooms 
for a day or two. 
Then there will be 
no offensive smell, and the furniture 
may be used with perfect safety so far

Use milk puddings and stewed fruit 
for bilious dyspepsia.

The plague continues to spread in 
India, in spite of all sanitary efforts 
for its extirjmtion. ^ Its progress is 
Blow in comparison with most epi­ 
demics, but it is the hardest of them 
all to uproot entirely. 
It is several 
years since the present malady started 
on its course from China, and the his­ 
tory of previous visitations justifies 
the conjecture that it may have a long 
road to travel. 
Russia’s plague of 
1878 hovered about the countries of 
Western Asia for a decade before it 
advanced northward. 
In 1867 it ap­ 
peared at Bagdad; in 1870-’71 Kur­ 
distan was invaded; and in 1873 Bag­ 
dad suffered anew. In 1877 it appeared 
at Recht, an important city of North­ 
ern Persia, near the port of Enseli, 
from whence it was carried northward 
in Caspian ships and planted in the 
populous but malarious and unwhole­ 
some deltas of the Volga. 
Russia did 
not get rid of it for a number of years, 
and stray cases of it appeared in other 
European countries, to which it has 
keen a periodical visitor since their 
history began. 
It may come again, 
but it is not now armed with its old 
terrors. 


Disgraceful scenes have been wit­ 
nessed more tban once in American 
legislative chambers, recalls the New 
York Times. 
Our statesmen have oc­ 
casionally resorted to the argument 
of fists vigorously swung, and in just 
i few instances the course of debate 
has been interrupted by the violent 
insertion into it of knives and revol­ 
vers. 
These lamentable facts are not 
to be denied, but the humiliation they 
have caused in sensitive minds is 
much mitigated by the thought that 
never, even amid the agonies of 1 ‘re­ 
construction, 99 did the most uncouth 
of our lawmakers display for more 
than a few minutes the reckless black­ 
guardism by which for weeks jmst the 
members of the Austrian Reichsrath 
have shaken the foundations of the 
empire and classed themselves with 
savages. 
Democracy has its scandals, 
but monarchical institutions, apparent­ 


ly, do not develop in all who live un­ 
der them unvarying reliance on • cour­ 
teous and legal methods as the only al­ 
ternatives to out-and-out 
rebellion. 
However, wo should remember that the 
government of the United States is an 
ancient one, compared with those of 
Austro-Hungary, 
Germany, Spain, 
Italy, France, and most of the minor 
Continental nations. 
In due time, no 
doubt, the residents of Europe will 
attain to our present high average of 
gelf-control, 
It would not be fair to 
expect as much from j^eople to whom 
constitutional rule is still only an ex­ 
periment as from those whose ances­ 
tors have 
been free for many a 
generation, and who have learned 
from 
long 
experience 
when 
to 
fight and when to make parliamentary 
motions.

Striking Kvidoncp« of a Form nr I^uxurl* 
uni Tropical Growth. 


Two eminent scientists connected 
with the Smithsonian institution here 
at Washington, who accompanied the 
Peary expedition to the Polar regions, 
but who were bent on business of their 
own, have just returned from the 
wilds of West Greenland, bringing 
with them very valuable specimens for 
the National Museum. 
In a region of 
everlastiug ice and snow Professor 
David White and Professor Schucliert 
have been exploring luxuriant tropical 
forests, beautiful specimens of which 
make up the chief part of their collec­ 
tion. 
Fossils of the tulip tree, the 
poplar, the magnolia, the willow, the 
j eucalyptus, the palm, and the curious 
tropical dwarf called “cycad” —all 
these and many more are among the 
remains of an ancient age—when 
Greenland was in truth “a green 
land,” that have now been discovered 
by these scientists and their party. 


Greenland was once upon a time a 
tropical country, 
That is proved ab­ 
solutely by the remains of an exten­ 
sive tropical flora. ’ Where now a 
sheet of solid ice over a mile thick cov­ 
ers mountain and valley, and mighty 
frozen^rivers called glaciersmake their 
way to the sea, and hatch icebergs, 
there was in earlier days, a verdure- 
*'lad wilderness of luxuriant vegeta­ 
tion. 
But all this disappeared from 
the face of the earth several millions 
of years ago, and only their fossil re­ 
mains are found buried in the strata 
of the rocks. 


The finding of the oldest hardwood 
plant in the world was perhaps the 
most interesting discovery of the ex­ 
pedition. It wasaspeciesof poj3lar,and 
the tree grew during the epoch already 
described—that is to sny, in all probabil­ 
ity, not less than 5,000,000 years ago. 
Apparently at that time the climate of 
Greenland was much like that of our i 
Gulf states today. 
All the evidences ! 
seem to point to the conclusion that 
climates all over the world in that an­ 
cient period were pretty much the 
same. 
The same plants grew contem­ 
poraneously in Greenland and in Cal­ 
ifornia,in Spitzbergen andin Virginia, 
There was a uniformity of vegetation 
in all parts of the earth. 
Nobody can 
say just why this was, though several 
theories have been advanced to ac­ 
count for it. 
One theory is that the 
atmosphere in those days was heavily 
charged with watery vapor, so that 
warmth 
was 
readily 
distributed 
through it, and the sun’s rays did not 
have a chance to strike the earth di­ 
rectly, making differences in climate 
by the degree of their slant. 
In the 
course of time the atmosphere thinned 
gradually, and then came climatic va­ 
riations marking a series of zones 
around the earth,—Washington Path­ 
finder.

* 
‘Nobody who has spent the winter 
in the Klondike will ever want to try 
it again,” said Thomas Harmer at the 
Denver (Col.) Mining Bureau. “That 
is, unless he has a certainty of mak­ 
ing onough money to partially repay 
him for suffering hardships such as 
were never endured in any mining 
camp on earth before.” 


Mr. Harmer went into Alaska two 
years ago and says that he left there 
last August never to return. 
“I 
would not go back there and remain 
five years for $250,000,” 
he 
con­ 
tinued. 
“When I speak of suffering 


I do not mean actual bodily pain or 
sickness, because I think if’ a man 
goes there prepared as lie should and 
abstains from excesses he can keep in 
reasonable good health, but to live 
during the winter season in those 
close cabins and see the horrible sel­ 
fishness and cruelty of human beings 
towards each other, the result of the 
rush for gold, which many of them, 
even after they have secured it, do 
not hesitate to throw away, is enough 
to make one lose all faith in the fit­ 
ness of men to live on the earth. 
When I was coming out I saw men re­ 
fuse a nail or the use of an axe, or 
even the use of a tin cup to men who 
were in need of these trifles. 
Every 
man there seems to be afraid of his 
fellows—afraid that they will steal 
something or have better success in 
finding gold. 
I spent last winter 
from September to Aj>ril with eight 
other men, we having gone together 
to save labor in keoping warm. 


“Each of us had a claim or a part 
of a claim, and went out every day 
that the weather wras not too cold to 
work our claims. 
In melting the 
frozen gravel we nearly always found 
one or more nuggets in the dirt, but 
during the entire eight months that 
we worked together I do not remem­ 
ber of a single occasion when one of 
us acknowledged that he had found 
any gold. 
Each of us had a buckskin 
bag, which was carried on the person, 
and the ingenuity of all was taxed to 
the utmost to devise some scheme 
whereby the bag could be concealed 
from the rest. 
There was no stealing 
in the camp. 
A man caught stealing 
would have had a rough time of it, 
but every man seemed to think that 
every other man wanted to steal from 
him, and I do not think that a single 
one of us knew where any other man 
catsied hi% gold.. I remember one 
night lying awake and seeing five men 
of our company at different times put­ 
ting away nuggets found during the 
day, and in every case after putting 
them in the little buckskin bag they 
would thrust the bag under the blan­ 
kets, and I could see from the fum­ 
bling that they were concealing it 
about their persons. 
We always had 
a man sitting up to keep the fires, and 
the men wore afraid that he might see 
where they put their gold. There was 
no absolute cruelty, but the total in­ 
difference to the welfare of others that 
characterized everybody was simply 
horrible. 
I was in the cabin one day 
reading with two men, one of whom 
was sick, the rest being at work. The 
sick man had a terrible cold and fever 
and asked one of us*to hand him a 
drink. 


“ The other man went over to the 
bucket in which we kept our melted 
«now, and with the remark, ‘There is 
no more than I want mvself/ drank 
it all. 
This, of course, was excep­ 
tionally brutal, but there were many 
instances almost as bad. ' Every man 
is for himself, and many of them are 
so constantly thinking of their gold 
that they become insane, or partially 
«o, I came out with one man who was 
so excited over about 3 10 ,0 0 0 worth 
of gold that by the time we got to San 
Francisco he was almost an idiot, and 
it was with difficulty that we could 
induce him to deposit his gold in a 
bank and go to a hotel. There is plen­ 
ty of gold there, and I think more 
fields will.be found, but all a man is 
likely to get will not pay him for the 
horrible experiences he is called upon 
to endure, 
I wras not particularly 
Jucky, though I brought out enough 
to pay me fairly well for my two years 
in Alaska, but if I was assured of 
$50,000 a year I would not go back 
there.” 


K ille d u T w o -H e a d e d S p a rro w , 


A very curious ornithological freak 
has been discovered in Columbus by 
Oliver P. Davies, a well-known orni­ 
thologist and the author of a book on 
the subject.

C ow bells. 


One of the comparatively few things 
that the hand of improvement has not 
touched is the cowbell, which is made 
now just as it was fifty, a hundred and 
more years ago, and has now just the 
same peculiar clauking sound as ever. 
Cowbells are made some of copper, 
and some of a composition metal; but 
most of them are made of iron and fin­ 
ished with a coatiug of bronze. 
The 
cowbell is not cast; it is cut from a 
sheet of metal which is folded into 
shape and riveted. 
The metal loop at 
the top, through which the strap is 
passed, is riveted into the bell. 
Cow­ 
bells are made of ten sizes, whose 
sounds range through an octave. Some­ 
times musical entertainers who play 
upon bells of one sort and another 
come to the manufacturer, and by se­ 
lection among bells of the various 
sizes find eight bells that are accurate 
in scale. 


There are only four factories in the 
United States in which cowbells are 
made, and in each case the cowbell is 
only an item of production among 
many other things. 
Cowbells are sold 
all over the country just the same as 
ever, but much the greater number 
are sold in the South, the Southwest 
and the West, where farms are larger, 
less likely to be under fence, and cattle 
are more likely to stray. 
There are 
sold in those parts of the country a 
hundred dozen cowbells to every ten 
dozen sold in the East. 
American 
cowbells are exported to the various 
?ountries of South America and to Aus­ 
tralia.—New York Sun. 


“ D r in k in g ” O ysters. 


One of the biggest oyster dealers at 
Fulton market, New York, said that 
•liree weeks ago in one week 1,000,000 
oysters passed through his scow. 


“ The season this year,” he said, 
“has been very good, and the oysters 
*ve are getting are superior to any we 
have had for years. 
Most of the oys­ 
ters handled in this market are what 
we call ‘sounds.’ 
These are grown in 
Princes bay from seed taken from the 
East river and Staten Island sound. 
They take about three years to mature, 
and are the best for general all around 
ase. 
Many of these are used in the 
Western trade. 


“ We wholesalers distinguish the va­ 
rieties of oysters by the shape and col­ 
or of the shells. 
When oysters are 
brought to market here first we put 
them through an operation known as 
’drinking.’ 
They are taken down to 
Port Richmond, Staten Island, and 
shovelled off the sloops into floats 
at high water. 
They remain in these 
floats for six hours, and during that 
time absorb or ‘drink* enough water 
to give them the correct taste. 
The 
water in the floats is much fresher 
thanjthat from which they are taken 
in the first place. 
The water of New 
York bay is just salty enough to flavor 
oysters just right. 
After the oysters 
have gone through the floats it would 
be difficult for the most expert con­ 
noisseur to distinguish variety by the 
baste, and he could only tell the name 
of the oyster by seeing the shell.” 


I te m a r k a b le C ycling A ccident. 


A correspondent at Montreal writes: 
At the annual meeting of the Mon­ 
treal Bicvcle club a remarkable acci- 
dent occurred in the first heat of the 
two-mile tandeai race, when, during a 
spurt in the last lap at the far curve 
on the south side of the grounds, 
where the track curves up against 
the fence surrounding the grounds, 
the tandem ridden by L. S. Robertson 
and J. Drury became unmanageable. 


The machine actually jumped the 
fence, which is over three feet high, 
and the pedals of the one ridden by 
Provencher and Eaves becoming en­ 
tangled with it, their machine fol­ 
lowed it. 
The four men and the two 
machines disappeared over the fence 
as if the earth had swallowed them 
up. 
Beyond a few bruises to the men 
and a broken chain on one of the ma­ 
chines no damage was done. 


Provencher and Eaves were able to 
ride in the final heat, but Robertson • 
bad to go home in a cab. 
It was a re­ 
markable accident, and it is a wonder 
that any of the riders escaped without 
broken bones.—London Lancet.

A young man, riding home to the 
farmsteading from a harvest field neai 
Dunoon, the other evening, was, upon 
the horse starting at the sudden re­ 
port of firearms, dislodged from his 
scat, dragged a considerable distance 
along the roadway and so severely in­ 
jured that he expired shortly after ad­ 
mission to Glasgow infirmary.

remarkable feature of the case is that 
in a letter found in the lad’s pocket, 
received the day before the accident, 
his father told him of having dreamed 
that he saw him either killed oi 
severely hurt by a horse and cau­ 
tioned him to be very careful, at the 
same time asking him to write at once 
and let him know if anything had hap­ 
pened to him.

FORTUNE HID 
A COIN, 


C heck fo r a M illio n D o lla rs H id d e n in a 
F iv e -F ra n c S ilv er P iece, 


If you happen to have in your pos­ 
session the particular French coin 
known as five-franc piece, you may, 
unwittingly, be a millionaire. 
Such, 
at least, is the belief shared by hun­ 
dreds upon hundreds of credulous 
Frenchmen and Frenchwomen, many 
of whom spend most of their spare 
time destroying quantities of iivc- 
franc pieces in the hope of realizing a 
fortune. 


Dr. Marco Leonardo Nardez, the 
well-known numismatist, and one of 
the recognized authorities on coin lore, 
speaking of this curious condition of 
affairs, said: “It is quite true that 
half of France still believes in the ex­ 
istence of great wealth hidden in five- 
franc pieces, although many numis­ 
matists hold that the fortune in ques­ 
tion was long ago discovered and ap­ 
propriated by one of the Rothschild 
family. 


“The story of the strange five-franc 
fortune legend may be briefly told. A 
five-franc piece, to begin with, is a 
silver coin, and is worth about SI. 
Napoleon I, was very anxious to make 
the coin a popular one, and with this 
end in view ho caused it to be circu­ 
lated everywhere throughout France 
that he had inserted in one of the sil­ 
ver pieces before it left the mint a 
bank note or order for 1,000,000 of 
these same five francs—i. e., for $1,- 
300,000. Whether he really did this or 
not I cannot say for certain, but the 
weight erf evidence would seem to 
show that it was done. 
In the manu­ 
script memoirs of the Due de Feltie, 
Napoleon’s minister of war, it is ex­ 
pressly stated that the Emperor en­ 
closed a note on the Bank of France, 
/luly signed by the governors of that 
institution, in a split five-franc i^ece; 
that the halves were then welded to­ 
gether, partially reminted and thrown 
in a heap of similar coins, which the 
emperor mixed with his own hands. 
These coins Napoleon took with him 
in a bag when he went to Boulogne, 
and distributed lavishly enroute, even 
dropping some of them out of his car­ 
riage windows. 
In this way it was im­ 
possible to keep track of the lucky 
coin. 


“ The news of this odd lottery spread 
far and wide, and the five-franc piece 
.eaped into immediate favor. 
From 
that day to this mutilation of the coin 
fias been common in France, Switzer- 
‘and, Belgium and elsewhere. 
Every 
rear the Bank of France is requested 
to make good scores of pieces split in 
i vain search for the five-million-franc 
bank note. 


“ There are many stories dealing 
with reputed finds of the fortune. In ­ 
deed, when a man becomes suddenly 
•’icU in France, it is common to hear 
peoplewhisjjer: ‘Tiens! * * * 
He 
must have found Napoleon’s famous 
?oinT 
Some assert that the Emperor 
kept the coin himself, but this hardly 
agrees with 
Napoleon’s character. 
Still it is a current theory that some 
of the money which enabled Napoleon 
[II to reach the imperial throne was 
^ound in the lucky silver piece, which 
lais mother, Queen Hortense, had 
wheedled out of her brother-in-law. 


“The most likely explanation as to 
»vliy the iive-lranc piece fails to turn 
ap is that Baron Ferdinand de Roths- 
jhild, a French member of the great 
Jewish banking house, secured it. 
This account states that Baron de 
Rothschild, having investigated the 
tradition and found sufficient proof of 
its truth, deliberately set to work to 
locate the $1,000,000 note. He quietly 
bought in and collected every five- 
franc piece he could get, and his 
agents were notified to preserve and 
forward to Paris every five-franc piece 
which reached them in Europe, Asia, 
Africa or America. 
In his office the 
Baron kept three trusty men hard at 
work bisecting the coins. 
Some say 
that he had invented a plan for weld­ 
ing them together again, so as to defy 
detection; others maintain that he 
melted down the silver and sold it to 
the government. The work was colos­ 
sal; but in the end the baron’s system 
is said to have conquered. 
lie found 
the note for 5,000,000 francs, having 
spent nearly a million to obtain it. 
f he order was duly presented at the 
Bank of France, and, says the tradi­ 
tion, cashed by that institution, 


“ Plausible as the narration may 
seem, the great mass of Frenchmen 
refuse to credit it, and go on, year af­ 
ter year, splitting open their five-franc 
pieces to look for Napoleon’s note. It 
is certainly a tantalizing thought that 
somewhere in the world a check for 
$1,000,000 is knocking about, hidden 
in an ordinary silver coin worth barely 
$1, 
By possessing and opening that 
coin the man worth just five francs 
ma3f in a moment become a million 
aire.”— Washington Star,

B a rre ls M ade o f P a p e r, 


John Vandevelde of Cleveland is the 
inventor of two articles which will 
have a tendency to decrease the price 
of several commodities. 
His inven­ 
tions are paper barrels and paper bot­ 
tles for beer or other beverages. 
For 
a long time the price of many liquid 
commodities sold in bulk has been 
gauged by the price of the barrels in 
which they are transported. 
The bar­ 
rels are constructed for the greater 
part of paper cardboard, which is im­ 
pervious to water. 
They are slightly 
shorter in height than the ordinary 
barrel, but will hold as much, as they 
are without the usual bilge of the 
wooden barrel. 
The paper in the 
walls of the barrel ia three-fourths of 
an inch in thickness, of many plies, 
between which are thick coatings of 
a specially prepared glue. 


About the middle of the barrel is a 
single hoop of steel, three inches wide 
and three-eigths of an inch thick. 
This, therefore, extends from the bar­ 
rel to such a distance as to permit of 
the barrel being readily swung about 
on its centre. 
Pressed over the ends 
of the walls of the barrel are rims of 
pressed steel three-fourths of an inch 
thick and extending downward three 
inches. 
It is on an indented surface 
in the inner portion of this rim that 
the head of the barrel rests. The heads 
are also made of paper, slightly thick­ 
er than that in the walls of the barrel. 
They are held in place by three bolts 
passing through the barrel from end 
to end. 
Nuts on each end hold them 
in place and permit of the heads being 
easily removed or ¡placed in short or­ 
der. —Toledo Commercial,

A Pension (Bureau Order. 


Pension Commissioner Evans has is« 
sued the following order; 


“ Hereafter claims for increase of pen* 
sions will not be consideied within 
twelve mortihs from the last action— al­ 
lowance or rejection." 


“ The necessity for the new order 
grows largely out of the calls made upon 
the office for a statement of the status 
of pending cases by members of Con­ 
gress. 
The calls have to be answeieci 
to the exclusion of the other claims 
pending, which have to be taken up in 
their order, 
It is not only lair to those 
cases which have not had any consid* 
eration that they should be taken up 
as promptly as possible. 


The office does not think that any 
injustice or hardship will result to claim 
ants by refusing to reconsider their case 
after it has, once been acted on, for a 
pfcriod of twelve months. 
If a pension 
is allowed* A new disability of such a 
character as to bring about serious re­ 
sults is not likely to develop in that pe* 
riod; while if the claim is rejected be­ 
cause of lack of disability, the claimant 
in all probability will not become so dis­ 
abled within the twelve months as to 
make a postponement of a case a hard­ 
ship. 
The order is absolutely necessa* 
ry for the prompt prosecution of the 
work of the bureau and its enforcement 
will aid materially in bringing this 
about.”

While the first seclion of the new 
road law, approved June 23 ’97. pro­ 
vides for the election ol three supervi­ 
sors in each township of the State, one 
to serve one year, one two and ot.e thiee 
the 2 isl. seclion of the said law pro 
vides that the provisions of the act snail 
not go into effect until the sum of $1, 
000,000 is appropriated by act of as­ 
sembly, or shall have been received in­ 
to the State treasury from taxes lor road 
purposes. 
No such appropriation hav­ 
ing been made by the legislature and 
no such taxes having been paid into the 
Stale treasury the law is therdore in­ 
operative at the present time, and su­ 
pervisors this spring must be elected 
under the old law.

N ew Federal Court. 


A bill for the creation of a new judici­ 
al District in Pennsylvania, to be called 
the Middle District, was introduced in the 
house last week by Congessman Connell, 
of Scranton. It provides for the holding 
terms of the United States circuit and dis­ 
trict courts in the district, tho appoint­ 
ment of a United States marshall and dis­ 
trict attorney, whoso salaries shall bo the 
same as those paid similar officers in the 
western district of Pennsylvania, and 
makes other^needed provisions for tho es­ 
tablishment of a new district, which is 
constituted a part of tho third judicial 
court.

for it.

IT IS A SCARCE AND THEREFORE AN 


UNUSUALLY VALUABLE ARTICLE.

About an Industry 15nt li t t l e Known. 
“ Whalebone was hard to get last 
year,” said a New York dealer in the 
commodity, “ but this season's supply 
will be a good deal smaller than that 
of 189(5. 
A short time ago there were 
advices that eight whaling vessels 
stuck in the ice away up north, nnd 
according to the latest news from that 
region there is danger that they will 
not be able to get out at all this sea­ 
son, 
Ruling quotations now range 
from $4/25 to $4.50 a pound, but the 
five dollar mark will be reached soon, 
whether the imprisoned ships succeed 
in getting free or not. 


“ Nearly all tho bone used in the 
United States is brought from the Arc­ 
tic by Yankee whalers, although a 
little comes from the south seas and 
some from Japan, 
The supply from 
all quarters is much less than former­ 
ly. 
The demand, too, is nothing like 
it used to be, despite the great in­ 
crease of population ; for all sorts of 
celluloid, ‘featherfavor,* cork, rubber* 
steel and other substitutes have been 
very generally adopted. 


“ The high grade—the ‘shell’ bone 
—goes into first-class corsets and is 
used for stays in costly gowns, the 
demand for these jmrposes being so 
great that this quality is put into 
nothing else except certain surgical 
instruments. 
The ‘grain1 bone goes 
into the cheaper corsets, whips, etc. 
The two qualities differ greatly; the 
‘shell’ being without grain and easily 
worked. 
While it is not one whit 
less elastic than the other it can be 
pierced or bored without danger of 
•splitting, but this is not true of tho 
‘grain’ bone, which, as its trade name 
indicates, is made up of iibres which 
are prone to split apart. 


“ Most of the ‘cutting’ of whalebone, 
as those in the business term its prep­ 
aration, is done in Paris and Bremen. 
A little is done, too, in London, and 
there are seven cutting establishments 
in the United States—four in New 
York, two in Boston and one in San 
Francisco. 


“ Five years ago the supply of 
whalebone was as phenominally large 
as the present supply is small. There 
had been an unusually heavy take 
after several lean years, and at least 
250,000 pounds, worth $4 a pound, or 
a cool $2,000,000 
altogether, was 
stored in a little brick and stone struc­ 
ture on the Potrero shore of San 
Francisco bay. 


This unprecedented and never since 
approached supply was as carefully 
guarded as if it had been made up of 
golden eagles. 
Not that there was 
much danger of its being stolen—for 
whalebone is stored in such masses 
that it cannot easily be taken away— 
but it is a decidedly inflammable sub­ 
stance, and there was great fear of 
lire. 
The storehouse is a perfect 
vault, with Avails of brick and stone 
and iron roof and doors. 
A perforat­ 
ed pipe, from which the whole place 
could be readily flooded in case of 
fire, runs all around the top, and 
when the store of bone is large, trust- 
ej^watchmen guard the place night 
and day. 


There is always great danger to 
whalebone 
from rats—pests which 
are extremely numerous on the San 
Francisco water front, especially in the 
tall, when the whaleships make their 
appearance. 
In order to make sure 
that these sharp-toothed destroyers 
shall be kept out small iron doors, 
grated in small meshes, have been put 
in. 
When the big doors are opened 
for ventilation—and wdialebone must 
be treated to plenty of fresh a ir~ 
these grated screens are shut. 
As 
rats’ teeth, though potent, are not 
quite hard enough to negotiate cold 
iron, this precaution has always served 
its purpose admirably. 


Because of the possibility of fire, 
the men w ho receive the bone from 
the ships are always in a hurry to get 
through with it. 
As soon as a bone­ 
laden craft docks, a big force of men 
is employed, and they pitch in and 
transfer the cargo w’ith all possible 
haste, working night and day until 
the task is done. 
And as soon there­ 
after as it is feasible the whole batch 
is put aboard ships and railroad trains 
for the east, there to be distributed 
to the American and European “cut­ 
ting” establishments, 


From 1000 to 8000 pounds of bone 
are furnished by each whale, the lat­ 
ter amount, however, being decidedly 
exceptional. 
Before 
leaving 
San 
Francisco the bone la split, sorted ac­ 
cording to color, and tied up in 
bundles. 
After collecting, the pieces 


strong receptacles of special design* 
They are then ready to be split into 
“shell” and “grain” bone. After that 
they are cut into stays, whipstocks, 
etc. 


The utmost pains have to be taken 
with the bone from the time it is 
moved from the head of the whale un­ 
til it is safely through the manufac­ 
turing process in order to prevent 
“nicking.” Although it has to be 
thoroughly softened before being reg­ 
ularly “cut” in the factories, it is ex­ 
ceptionally tender at all times and the 
least oarelessness 
will 
sometimes 
greatly reduce the value of a slab even 
when the resulting “nick” is so slight 
as hardly to be noticed on inspection. 
It is considered a great breach of com­ 
mercial honor for a dealer in bone to 
offer a nicked bundle without making 
known the defect, and all such lots 
are carefully marked “cut” in San 
Francisco. 


Whalebone is often spoken of as the 
jaw, but really this is a misnomer— 
the bone of commerce being really cut 
from the teeth, of which there are 473 
in the jaws of every w'hale. 
A fair­ 
sized front tooth is worth quite $50 
at present prices, >and the entire head 
of a big whale represents a good deal 
of money.

Poetale Stamps. 


The design of tho stamp is engraved 


on steel, and, in printing, plates are 
used on which 200 stamps have been 
engraved. Two men are kept busy at 
•work covering these with colored inks, 
and passing them to a man and a gir) 
who are equally busy printing them 
with large rolling hand presses. Three 
of these little squads are employed all 
the time. 
After the small sheets of 


paper containing 200 printed stamps.j 
have dried enough they are sent into 
another room and gummed. The gum 
made for this purpose is a 
peculiar 


composition, made of the powder of 
dried potatoes and other vegetables, 
mixed with water. After having been 
again dried—this time on inttle racks 
fanned by steam power—for about an 
hour, they are very carefully put be­ 
tween sheets of pasteboard and press« 
ed in hydraulic presses capable of ap­ 
plying a weight of 2,000 tons. 
The 
next thing is to cut the sheets in two, 
each shec4, of course, when cut, con­ 
taining 100 stamps. This Is done by a 
girl with a large pair of shears, cut­ 
ting by hand being preferred to that 
by machinery, which would 
destroy 
too many stamp«. They are then pass­ 
ed to another «squad of workers, who 
perforate 
the 
paper 
between 
the 
stamps. 
Next they are pressed one« 
more and then packed and labeled and 
stowed away, to be sent out to the 
carious offices when ordered. If a sin­ 
gle stamp is torn or in any way muti­ 
lated, the whole sheet of 100 stamps is 
burned. Not less than 50,000 are said 
to be burned every week from this 
cause. The greatest care is taken in 
counting the sheets of stamps, to guard 
Against pilfering by the 
employes.— 
Ashton Recorder.

liAcemaklnK Machine. 


The problem of making by machin­ 
ery lace which cannot possibly be dis­ 
tinguished from that made by 
hand 
seems 1o be solved by a machine in­ 
vented by a Spaniard and now in use 
in a groat Nottingham lace factory. It 
claims to reproduce any pattern that 
can be made by hand on the cushion, 
and one-third finer than the average 
quantity of lace. The mechanism has 
a speed of 130 motions per 
minute 
which can be raised to 200, so that a 
machine 80 inches wide, making 2-inch 
breadths, would perform the work of 
forty women. 
The design is pricked 
out on n cushion ruled Iu snuares. and 
lace pins stuck at the corners of the 
squares, where they remain until the 
lace is finished. The real lace is then 
decomposed by the woman who mad« 
it. 
She has at: her side an assistant 
who takes down the figures as they are 
called out to her. The rows of pins or 
motions are worked down the left side 
of the cushion draught; the number of 
threads is marked from left to right 
along the top, and the maker reads the 
number to her assistant while decom­ 
posing, the exact motion of each threcid 
being recorded. 
The paper on which 
the motions are marked is then taken 
to the puncher, who prepares the cards 
accordingly, and the cards being placed 
on the machine reproduce exactly the 
same design. 
The machine is small, 
entirely automatic and is only stopped 
to fill the bobbins. The bands of lace 
are not attached to each other, each 
being woven separate. 
The threads 
flo not become dirty or discolored and 
the lace comes from the machine reed*- 
for the wearer.

HUNTING SNAKES IN INDIA. 


U o w T h e y A re Miulo H e lp le ss A fter Uo- 


iii£ C a p tu re d . 


Menageries are always in need of 
snakes, and as India abounds in tlieso 
reptiles, porliaps to a greater extent 
than any other country in tho world, 
to India go the managers when their 
stock begins to run low. 
Snake hunt­ 
ing in India, unless one understands 
the trade, is a perilous business, tor a 
larger percentage of tho Indian ser- 
ponIs are moro poisonous than in any 
other part of the globe, and even a 
Hindoo has no desire to die of snake 
bite, nor within the crushing folds of 
a constrictor. 
Besides, however, the 
demands from the menageries, tho 
Indian government pays a bounty on 
snakes heads, so there is a double in­ 
centive to Indian snake hunters, and 
when there are sufficient orders on 
hand from the menageries a bunt is 
organized. 


Preparations are made by ascertain­ 
ing from tbenatives apromisingsnake 
district, which is usually a tract of 
jungle with a thick bamboo or grass 
undergrowth. 
In such lands snakes 
are found by thousands, and, after a 
promising patch is discovered, a be­ 
ginning is made by clearing or burn­ 
ing the undergrowth from a strip en® 
tirely encircling the snake farm; then 
a broad expanse of perhaps an acre is 
cleared on one side, and there i^ lo­ 
cated the snake trap, a netting extend- 
od for 200 or ttOO yards 011 each side of 
the cleared tract, its wings gradually 
contracting to lead the reptiles into a 
eul de sac, from which there is no es­ 
cape. 
Several hundred natives are 
assembled, and on a day when the 
wind is from the right quarter they 
surround the district selected, and, at 
a given signal, set tire to the jungle. 
Alter tho fire has fairly started tho na­ 
tives are called behind the netting, as 
there is no need of their services 011 
the other sides, for every snake ten­ 
ant of the brush flees in the same di­ 
rection toward the fatal netting, 


Behind it stand rows of men, armed 
with clubs and sticks, ready to give 
their snake ships a lively reception. 
As the fire approaches thenotting, the 
snakes come in crowds, by hundreds, 
sometimes by thousands. 
At the 
wings the men are concentrated, with 
their clubs, ready to kill those at­ 
tempting to escape, and as the main 
body of the reptiles approaches the 
netting the wings are pushed forward 
toward each other, the stakes sup­ 
porting the netting are driven firmly 
into the ground, and the snakes are 
inclosed. 
But snakes can climb al­ 
most as well as monkeys, and so the 
men at the wings are kept busy killing 
those that endeavor to escape over the 
ropes. 
At the eul de sac .the?netting 
extends above as well as on the sides, 
and the larger portion of the reptiles 
are finally concentrated within this in­ 
closure. 
There the scene is one of 
lively animation, for the snakes are all 
sizes, some of the venomous reptiles 
of India not being more than six or 
eight inches in length, and, as their 
movements are very quick, the bare­ 
footed beaters are kept dodging about 
in a manner at once grotesque and 
amusing, their anxiety to escape the 
small serpents that go through net­ 
ting like a flash, being even greater 
than their eagerness to kill as many 
snakes as possible, and thus receive a 
larger share of the government bounty. 
No snake is permitted to escape, and 
after all the smaller reptiles which can 
work their way through the meshes of 
the net have been killed, attention is 
turned to the larger which remain. 


In various parts of the netting there 
are loops which can be untied and then 
refastened, and, after the slaughter of 
the little snakes has been finished,the 
work of capturing the most promis­ 
ing specimens begins. 
Tne superin­ 
tendent points at an anaconda that 
will bring a good price, and, as the 
animal thrusts its head against the 
netting in fruitless eflbrts to escape, a 
stick with a wire loop at the end is in­ 
troduced, the snake is lassooed im­ 
mediately back of the head, the wire 
is tightened, and the future occupant 
of a menagerie cage, hissing and 
writhing, is dragged 
through and 
seized by a dozen natives at once. 
Bundles of bamboo, cut into proper 
lengths, have already been prepared, 
three or four men straighten the snake 
and lay him on a bamboo, sometimes 
placing three or four smaller splints 
around him, and then lashing him se­ 
curely down with bamboo withes every 
inch of liis length. 
Generally the 
lashing is found to be sufficient, and 
only when the serpent is very large 
and powerful are the extra bamboos 
tied around him for fear he might 
brqak tho stick to which he is fas­ 
tened. 
This operation is not carried 
on without an immense amount ol 
protest from the snake, which hisses 
in the most terrifying manner and 
wriggles wildly in an eifort to escape. 
Bxit hissing and wriggling are all h\ 
vain; the Hindoos Jash him down,fin­ 
ishing the operation by forcing his up­ 
per jaw upon the lower, and tying the 
two together to the stick in such a way 
that he cannot even hiss. 
After all 
the best specimens have been selected 
and tied, the remainder are Killed, be­ 
headed, and the heads sent to the 
nearest government station for tho 
bounty, and the captives are’ loaded 
into carts for transportation to Bom­ 
bay, where they are disposed of to the 
European agents.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

m onths ago that if the Receivers su c ­ 
ceeded in increasing the train haul per 
ton per mile to 300 that they could be 
commended for having spent so much 
m oney 
in 
buying* 
new 
locomotives, 
straightening curves, lowering grades 
and laying new rail. 
Since June 30th a 
careful record has been kept and the I 
results have been more than gratifying 
to the m anagem ent. 
.Before new loco­ 
motives were purchased, before track 
Improvements w ere made and before 
the tonnage system of loading trains 
v-as adopted, the average train haul 
per ton per mile on the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad w as less than 225 tons 
and some old em ployees think it did 
not exceed 200 tons. There are no fig­ 
ures for comparison but in July the 
average w as 334.76, in A ugust 350,41 and 
in Septem ber 361.4, a very large and j

A JLTENMONSTEIi 


A Counterpart of Jesse Pomeroy 
Appears in Philadelpliia. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 19.—The body of B- 
year-old Percy Lockyer, the little boy 
who \\as murdered last Friday nisiit 
by 15-year-old Samuel Henderson, was 
on Sunday found in the bottom of "Red- 
dles" creek. Bixtlelh 
and 
Catharine 
Btreets. Hendernon is now locked up In 
a 
cell at 
police 
headquarters. 
The 
body of the chilcl, when 
found, was 
weighted bv two 
heavv 
stones, one 
about his neck and the other around 
his ankles. 
His skull was crushed In 
and there was a knife thrust just above 
the hoart and similar wounds on his 
breast, side and forehead, while on one 
Bide of the face Is a long cut, extending 
from below the eye to the chin. 


Prom what the police have been able 
to learn the crime seems to have been 
one of the most horrible character, and 
if all its details are true it 
stamps 
younii Henderson as a degenerate of the 
worst type. 
He 
does 
not 
seem 
to 
realize the enormity of his crime. 
On 
Saturday, after his arrest, he told this 
stoi'y of the killing:: 


"I found Percy Lockyer at play with 
several 
companions 
In front 
of 
the 
West End 
schooUiouse, 
and 
Induced 
him to walk across the fields to the 
woods in search of 'plicgles' to play 
hocky with. 
After 
coaxinpr 
him 
for 
wmne time he agreed to go, and we went 
together, 


"I was standing at the foot of a hill 
on the Bide of which, half way up, Percy 
was at play. I was whittling a stick. 
The creek was just behind me. All of 
a sudden I got tired of whittling and 
stopped, holding my knife against my 
hip, blade outward. 
Just then 1 saw 
Percy runnlnff down the hill at full 
speed. 
1 had been bending over, and 
' Just as 1 straightened up Percy struck 
me and ran squarely upon the knife. 
It pierccd his heart. He fell over back- 
ward, and didn't speak again. His legs 
twitched once or twice. 
I was scared 
because I thouiiht I had killed him, 
and picked the body up and carried it 
to the creek, where I tumbled It into 
the water and went home." 
' Yesterday, however, when shown the 
mutilated body of the child he admit- 
ted that he was responsible for those 
cuts as well, but he still persisted that 
it was an accident. 


The police, however, say that it was 
a planned murder, In which the guiliy 
one also purposed finding the life of an- 
other small boy, Willie Addison, aged 
7 years. 
Hendefson, it is claimed, hns 
been reading trashy novels of the wild 
western stamp, and has shown a de- 
sire to emulate the 
"hero" of 
those 
tales. 
The police assert that Hender- 
son accompanied Lockyer and Add.son 
to the woods, as he told on Saturday, 
but Instead of any accident happening 
to either Henderson tied both children 
to a tree, jvddison broke away and ran 
home. 
It was 
then, it is said, that 
young Lorkyer's death was nccomplish- 
ed. Young Henderson's father declares 
that his boy is Insane. 


The murder of young Lockyer recalls 
tho crime, earlv in the 70's, of 
Jesse 
Pomeroy, now serving a life sentence 
In 
the 
Marsachusetts 
state 
prison. 
Pomeroy, then 15 years old, lured a 4- 
year-old boy to the meadows back of 
South Boston, and there stabbed the 
little one to death wiih a Jacklcnife. 
The child's 
body 
was 
covered 
with 
wounds, 
end 
his little 
hands 
were 
cruelly hacltod. showing that he 
had 
held them before him in an eiTort to 
ward off the 
cruel 
Ptabs. 
Pomeroy, 
since his Imprisonnient, has made sev- 
eral clever attempts to escape.

of our lawmakers 
display for more 
ihan a few minutes the reckless black- 
guardism by which for weeks past the 
members of the Austrian 
Reichsrath 
have shaken 
the foundations of the 
empire and classed themselves with 
fiavages. 
Democracy has its scandals, 
but monarchical institutions, apparent- 
ly, do not develop in all who live un- 
der them unvarying reliance on • cour- 
teous and legal methods as the only al- 
ternatives to out-and-out 
rebellion. 
However, AVO should remember that the 
government of the United »States is an 
ancient one, compared with those of 
Austro-Hungarj^ 
Germany, 
Spain, 
Italy, France, and must of the

Continental nations.

A GREEN 
GREENLAND. 


Sfrlklnic Kvidoncr« of a Fornun* I^uxurl* 
ant Tropical Growth. 


Two 
eminent 
flcientists 
connected 
M'ith the Smithsonian institution here 
at Washington, who accompanied the 
Peary expedition to the Polar regions, 
but who were bent on business of their 
own, 
have jnat returned from 
the 
wilds of West 
Greenland, 
bringing 
with them very valuable specimens for 
the National Museum. 
In a regiou of 
everlastiug ice and snow Professor 
David White and Professor Schnchert 
have been exploring luxuriant tropical 
forests, beautiful specimens of which 
make up the chief part of their collec- 
tion. 
Fossils of the tulip tree, the 
pojDlar, the magnolia, the \villow, 
the 
eucalyjitus, the palm, and tho curious 
tropical 
dwarf 
called **cycad'' —all 
tliese and many more are among tho 
remains of 
an ancient 
age—Avhen 
Greenland 
was in truth 
*'a green 
land," that have now been discovered 
by these scientists and their party, 


Greenland was once upon a time a 
tropical country. 
That is jn-oved ab- 
solutely by the remains of an exten- 
sive tropical 
flora. ' Where now a 
sheet of solid ice over a mile thick cov- 
ers mountain and valley, and mighty 
frozen'rivers called glaciersmake their 
way to the sea, and hatch icebergs, 
there was in earlier days, a verdure- 
.^lad wilderness of luxuriant vegeta- 
tion. 
But all this disappeared from 
the face of the earth several millions 
of years ago, and only their fossil re- 
mains are found buried in the strata 
of the rocks. 


The finding of the oldest hardwood 
plant in the world was perhaps the 
most interesting discovery of the ex- 
pedition. It wasaspeciesof poi3lar,and 
the tree grew during the epoch already 
described-that is to sny, in all probabil- 
ity, not less than 5,000,000 years ago. 
Apparently at that time the climate of 
Greenland was much like that of our 
Gulf states today. 
All the evidences 
seem to point to the conclusion that 
climates all over the world in that an- 
cient i^eriod were pretty much 
the 
same. 
The same jilants grew contem- 
poraneously in Greenland and in Cal- 
ifornia,in Spitzbergen andin Virginia. 
There was a uniformity of vegetation 
in all parts of the earth. 
Nobody can 
say just why this was, though several 
theories have been advanced to ac- 
count for it. 
One theory is that the 
atmosphere in those days was heavily 
charged Avith watery vapor, so that 
warmth 
was 
readily 
distributed 
through it, ajul the sun's rays did not 
have a chance to strike the earth di- 
rectly, making differences in climate 
by the degree of their slant. 
In the 
course of time the atmosphere thinned 
gradually, and then came climatdQ va- 
riatious 
marking 
a series of zones 
around the earth,—Washington Path- 
finder.

'That 
is, unless he has a certainty of mak- 
ing enough money to partially repay 
him for suftering hardships such as 
were never endured in any mining 
camp on earth before." 


Mr. Harmer went into Alaska two 
years ago and says that he left there 
last August never to return. 
would not go back there and 
remain 
five years for $250,000," 
he 
con- 
tinued. 
'*When I speak of suffering 
I do not mean actual bodily jDain or 
sickness, because I think if a man 
goes there prepared as he should and 
abstains from excesses he can keep in 
reasonable good health, but to live 
duri.ig the -winter season in those 
close cabins and see the horrible 
sel- 
fishness and cruelty of human beings 
towards each other, the result of the 
rush for gold, which many 
of 
them, 
even after they have secured it, do 
not hesitate to throw away, is enough 
to make one lose all faith' in the 
fit- 
ness 
of men to live on the earth. 
When I was coming out I saw men re- 
fuse a nail or the use of an axe, or 
even the use of a tin cup to men who 
were in need of these trifles. 
Every 
man there seems to be afraid of bis 
fellows—afraid that they will steal 
something or have better success in 
finding 
gold. 
I spent last winter 
from September 
to April with eight 
other men, we having gone 
together 
to save labor in keeping warm. 


''Each of us had a claim or a part 
of a claim, and went out every day 
that tbe weather was not too cold to 
work our claims. 
In 
melting 
the 
frozen gravel we nearly always found 
one or more nuggets in the dirt, but 
during the entire eight months 
that 
sve worked together I do not remem- 
ber of a single occasion Avhen one of 
us acknowledged that he had found 
any gold. 
Each of us had a buckskin 
bag, which was carried on the person, 
and the ingenuity of all Avas taxed to 
the utmost to devise some 
scheme 
whereby the bag could be 
concealed 
from the rest. 
There was no stealing 
in tbe camp. 
A man caught stealing 
would have had a rough time of it, 
but every man seemed to think that 
every other man Avanted to steal from 
hira, and I do not think that a single 
one of MS Jcnew where any other man 
catitted hi% gold.. 
I remember one 
night lying awake and seeing five men 
of our company at difi'erent times put- 
ting away nuggets found during the 
day, and in every case after putting 
them in the little buckskin bag they 
would thrust the bag under the blan- 
kets, and I could see from the fum- 
bling that they were concealing it 
about their persons. 
We always had 
ft man sitting up to keep the fires, and 
the men Avere afraid that be might see 
where they put their gold. There Avas 
no absolute cruelty, but the total in- 
difference to the welfare of others that 
characterized everybody 
Avas simply 
horrible. 
I was in the cabin one day 
reading Avith tAvo men, one of Avhoni 
was sick, the rest being at Avork, The 
sick man liad a terrible cold and fever 
and asked one of us^to hand him a 
drink. 


"The other man went over to the 
bucket in Avhich we kept our 
melted 
«now, and with the remark, 'There is 
DO more than I 
Avant myself,'drank 
it all. 
This, 
of course, 
Avas excep- 
tionally brutal, but there were many 
instances almost as bad. ' Every man 
is for himself, and many of them are 
SO constantly thinking of their gold 
that they become insane, or partially 
«0. I came out Avith one man Avho Avaa 
so excited over about 310,000 A^'orth 
of gold that by the time Ave got to San 
Francisco he was almost an idiot, and 
it Avas Avith diiiiculty that Ave could 
induce him to deposit 
his gold in a 
bank and go to a hotel. There is plen- 
ty of gold there, 
and I 
think more 
fields will.be found, but all a man is 
likely to get Avill not pay him for the 
horrible experiences he is called upon 
to endure. 
I Avas not 
particularly 
lucky, though I brought out enough 
to pay me fairly Avell for my two years 
in Alaska, but if I Avas assured of 
$50,000 a year I Avould not go back 
there."

Cowbolls. 


One of the comparatively feAV things 
that the hand of improvement has not 
touched is the coAvbell, Avhich is mnde 
now just as it Avas fifty, a hundred and 
more years ago, and has now just the 
same peculiar clanking sound as ever, 
CoAvbells are made some of copjjer, 
and some of a composition metal; but 
most of them are made of iron and fin- 
ished Avith a coating of bronze. 
The 
coAvbell is not cast; it is cut from a 
sheet of metal Avhich is folded into 
shape and ri\'cted. 
The metal loop at 
the top, through Avhirli the strap is 
passed, is riveted into the bell. 
Cow- 
bells are made of ten sis^es, Avhose 
sounds range through an octave. Some- 
times musical entertainers Avho play 
upon bells of one sort and another 
come to the'manufacturer, and by se- 
lection among bells of the 
various 
sizes find eight bells that are accurate 
in scale. 


There are only four factories in the 
United States in Avhich coAvbolls are 
made, and in each case the coAvbell is 
only an item of production 
among 
many other things. 
CoAvbells are sold 
all over the country just the same as 
ever, but much the greater number 
are sold in the South, the SouthAvest 
and the West, Avhere farms are larger, 
less likely to be under fence, and cattle 
are more likely to stray. 
There are 
sold in those i)arts of the country a 
hundred dozen cowbells to every ten 
dozen sold in the East. 
American 
ooAvbells are exported to the various 
?ountrios of South America and to Aus- 
tralia.—Ncav York Sun. 


'•Drinking-*' Oysters. 


One of the biggest oyster dealers at 
Fulton market, NeAv York, said 
that 
'^hree Aveeksugo in one Aveek 1,000,000 
oysters passed through his scoav. 


'*The season this year," he said, 
*'has been A^ery good, and the oysters 
rt'e are getting are superior to any Ave 
have had for years. 
Most of the oys- 
ters handled in this market are Avhat 
we call ^sounds.' 
These are groAvn in 
Princes bay from seed taken from the 
East river and Staten Island sound. 
They take about three years to mature, 
and are the best for general all around 
ase. 
Many of these are used in the 
Western trade. 


*'\Ye Avholesalers distinguish the A'a- 
rieties of oysters by the shai)e and col- 
or of the shells. 
When 
oysters are 
brought to market here first Ave put 
fcheni through an operation knoAvn as 
'drinking.' 
They are taken doAvn to 
Port Kichmond, Staten Island, and 
shovelled off the sloops into 
floats 
at high Avater. 
They remain in these 
floats for six hours, and during that 
time absorb or *drink' enough Avator 
to give them the correct taste. 
The 
water in the floats is much 
fresher 
than J:hat from Avhich they are taken 
in the first place. 
The Avater of New 
York bay is just salty enough to flaA-or 
oysters just right. 
After the 
oysters 
baA'e gone through the floats it would 
be dillicult for the most expert con- 
noisseur to distinguish variety by the 
baste, and he could only tell the name 
of the oyster by seeing the shell." 


i:emarkable CyolinKr Accident. 


A correspondent at Montreal Avrites: 
At the annual meeting of the Mon- 
treal Bicycle club a remarkable acci- 
dent occurred in the first heat of the 
tAvo-mile tandeoi race, AA'hen, during a 
spurt in the last lap at the far curve 
on the south side of the 
grounds, 
where the 
track curves up against 
the fence surrounding the grounds, 
the tandem ridden by L. S. Robertson 
and J, Drury became unmanageable. 


The machine actually jumped the 
fence, Avhich is over three feet high, 
and the pedals of the one ridden by 
Provencher and Eaves becoming en- 
tangled Avith it, 
their machine fol- 
loAved it. 
The four men and the two 
machines disappeared over the fence 
as it the earth had swallowed them 
up. 
Beyond a few bruises to the men 
and a broken chain on one of the ma- 
chines no damage was done. 


Provencher and Eaves Avere able to 
ride in the final heat, but Robertson 
bad to go home in a cab. 
It Avas a re- 
markable accident, and it is a Avonder 
that any of the riders escaped Avithout 
broken bones.—London Lancet.

FORTUNE HID IN A COIN, 


Cheek for R Milllou l>oU»r» inddru in ai 
FIvo-Franc SIlA'cr Plooo. 


If you happen to have in your jjos* 
session 
the particular Frcnch 
coin 
knoAvn as five-franc piece, you may, 
uuAvittingly, be a millionaire. 
Such, 
at le.ist, is the belief shared b.v hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of 
credulous 
Frenchmen and FronchAvomen, 
many 
of Avhom spend most of their spare 
time destroying quantities of 
fivc- 
franc jjieces in the hop© of realizing a 
fortune. 


Dr. Marco Leonardo Xardoz, the 
Avell-knoAvn numismatist, and one of 
the recognized authorities on coin lore, 
speaking of this curious condition of 
aflairs, said: ''It is quite true that 
half of France still belieA'cs in the ex- 
istence of great wealth hidden in fivo- 
franc pieces, although many numis- 
matists hold that the fortune'in ques- 
tion Avas long ago discovered and ap- 
projiriated by one of 
the Rothschild 
family. 


''The story of the strange 
five-franc 
fortune legend may be briefly told. A 
live-franc piece, to begin Avith, is a 
•iilver coin, and is 
Avorth about SI. 
Napoleon L Avas very anxious to make 
the coin a popular one, and Avith this 
?nd in vieAv he caused it to be circu- 
lated everywhere throughout France 
that he had inserted in one of the sil- 
ver pieces before it left the mint a 
i)auk note or order for 1,000,000 of 
these same iiA'c francs—i. e., for $1,- 
300,000. Whether he really did this or 
not I cannot say for certain, but 
the 
weight of evidence Avould seem 
to 
show that it Avas done. 
In the manu- 
script memoirs of the Due de Feltie, 
Napoleon's minister of Avnr» it is ex- 
pressly stated that the Em})eror en- 
:*losed a note on the Bank of France, 
/luJy signed by the goA'ernors of that 
institution, in a split five-frano piece; 
that the halves were then Avelded to- 
i^ether, partially remintod and throAvn 
in a heap of similar coins, which 
the 
emperor mixed Avith his own hands. 
These coins Napoleon took Avith him 
in a bag Avhen he Avent to Boulogne, 
and distributed lavishly en route, even 
Jroi)ping some of them out of his car- 
•iage AvindoAVs. 
In this Avay it Avas im- 
possible to keep track of the lucky 
coin. 


"The ncAvs of this odd lottery sj^read 
far and Avide, and the five-franc piece 
;ea23ed into immediate favor. 
From 
that day to this mutilation of the coin 
<jas been common in France, Swit:ier- 
'and, Belgiun^ and elseAvhere. 
Every 
vear the Bank of France is requested 
to m.ake good scores of pieces split in 
i vain search for the 
five-million-franc 
bank note. 


"There 
are many stories 
dealing 
with reputed finds of the fortune. In- 
ieed, Avhen a man becomes' suddenly 
"icli in France, it is common to hear 
people Avhis2)er: 'Tiens! 
* * » * • . 
He 
must haA'e found Napoleon's famous 
?oin!' 
Some assert that the Emperor 
kept the coin himself, but this hardly 
igrees Avith 
Napoleon's 
character. 
Still it is a current theory that some 
of the money Avhich enabled Napoleon 
[11 to reach the imperial throne Avas 
''ound in the lucky silver piece, Avhich 
'ais mothei', 
Queen 
Hortense, 
had 
svheedled out of her brother-in-laAv. 


"The most likely explanation as to 
»vhy the five-franc piece fails to tnrn 
ap is that Baron Ferdinand de Roths- 
jhild, a French member of the great 
Jewish banking house, 
secured it. 
This account states that Baron de 
Rothschild, haA'ing investigated the 
tradition and found suificient proof of 
its truth, deliberately set to AVork to 
locate the $1,000,000 note. He quietly 
boitght in and collected every 
five- 
franc piece he could get, and his 
agents Avere notified to preserA'e and 
foi'Avard to Paris every five-franc piece 
which reached them in Europe, Asia, 
Africa or America, 
In his office the 
Baron kept three trusty men hard at 
work bisecting the coins. 
Some say 
that he had invented a plan for Avoid- 
ing them together again, so as to defy 
detection; others maintain that he 
melted down the silver and sold it to 
the governnjent. The work was colos- 
sal; but in the end the baron's system 
is said to have conquered. 
He found 
the note for 5,000,000 francs, having 
spent nearly a million to obtain it. 
The order Avas duly presented at the 
Bank of France, and, says the tradi- 
tion, cashed by that institution, 


^'Plausible as the narration may 
seem, the great mass of Frenchmen 
refuse to credit it, and go on, year af- 
ter year, splitting open their live-franc 
pieces to look for Napoleon's note. It 
is certainly a tantalizing thought that 
someAvliore in the world a check for 
$1,000,000 is knocking about, hidden 
in an oi'dinary silver coiiiAvorth barely 
$1. 
By possessing and opening 
that 
coin the man Avorth just five francs 
ma3' in a moment become a million 
aire.*'—AVashington Star.

JSarrels Made of J^apor. 


John Vaudevelde of Cleveland is the 
iuA^entor of tAvo articles Avhich Avill 
have a tendency to deiirease the price 
of several commodities. 
His iuA'en- 
tious are paper barrels and paper bot- 
tles for beer or other beverages. 
For 
a long time the price of many liquid 
commodities sold in bulk has been 
gauged by the price of tho barrels in 
which they are transported. 
The bar- 
rels are constructed for tbe 
greater 
part of i^aper cardboard, Avhich is im- 
pervious to Avater. 
They are slightly 
shorter in height than the 
ordinary 
barrel, but will hold as much, as they 
are Avithout the usual bilge of 
the 
wooden barrel. 
The paper in 
the 
walls of the barrel ig three-fourths of 
an inch in thickness, 
of many plies, 
between Avhich are thick coatings 
of 
a specially prepared glue. 


About the middle of the barrel is a 
single hoop of steel, three inches Avide 
and three-eigths of an inch 
thick. 
This, therefore, extends from the bar- 
rel to such a distance as to ijermit of 
the barrel being readily SAvung about 
on its centre. 
PresHed over the ends 
of the Avails of the barrel are rims of 
pressed steel three-fourths of an inch 
thick and extending 
doAvnAvard three 
inches. 
It is on an indented surface 
in the inner portion of this rim that 
the head of the barrel rests. The heads 
are also made of paper, slightly thick- 
er than that in the Avails of the barrel. 
They are held in place by three bolts 
passing through the barrel from end 
to end. 
Nuts on each end hold them 
in place and permit of the heads being 
easily removed or placed in short or- 
der. —Toledo Commercial,

Thegardening went on apace, and the 
treacherous warm Aveather continued. 
Many were the conferences held across 
the hedge regarding the proper prun- 
ing of rose trees, the planting of hardy 
seeds and the ¡^reparation of the beds 
of earth. 
The rector had never 
sus- 
pected there was so much detail to the 
business of gardening. 


One morning,

"Whalebone Avas hard to get last 
year," said a N C A V York dealer iu the 
commodity, "but this season's supply 
Avill be a good deal smaller than that 
of 1S9(). 
A short time ago there Avere 
advices 
that 
eight Avhaling vessels 
stuck 
in the ice aAvay up north, and 
according to the latest news from that 
region there is danger that they Avill 
not be able to get out at all this sea- 
son. 
Ruling quotations now 
range 
from S4.2o to $4.50 a pound, but tho 
five dollar mark Avill be reached soon, 
Avhethcr the imprisoned ships succeed 
in getting free or not. 


"Nearly all the bone used in the 
United States is brought frôui the Arc- 
tic by Yankee Avhalers, although a 
little comes from the south seas and 
some from Japan, 
The su])ply from 
all quarters is much less than former- 
ly. 
The demand, too, is nothing like 
it used to be, despite the great in- 
crease of jiopulatiDn ; for all sorts of 
celluloid, leather favor,' cork, rubber, 
steel and other substitutes have been 
very generally adopted. 


''The high-grade—the 
'shell* bone 
-goes into first-class corsets and is 
used for stays in costly goAvna, the 
demand for these purposes being so 
great 
that this 
quality is put into 
nothing else except certain surgical 
instruments. 
The 'grain' bone goes 
into the cheaper corsets, Avhips, etc. 
The two qualities diil'er greatly; the 
'slieir being without grain and easily 
worked. 
While it is not one Avhit 
less elastic than the other it 
can 
bo 
pierced or bored 
Avithout danger of 
•splitting, but this is not true of tho 
'grain' bone, Avhich, as its trade name 
indicates, is made up of libres Avhich 
are prone to split apart. 


'»Most of the 'cutting' of whalebone, 
as those in the business term its prep- 
aration, is done in Paris and Bremen. 
A little is done, too, in London, and 
there are seven cutting establishments 
in the United 
States—four in Kew 
York, two iu Boston and one iu San 
Francisco. 


''Five 
years 
ago the 
su])ply of 
whalebone Avas as phenominally large 
as the present supply is small. 
There 
had been an unusually heaA-y take 
after several lean years, and at least 
250,000 pounds, Avorth 
a pound, or 
a 
cool $2,000,000 
altogether, Avas 
stored in a little brick and stone struc- 
ture on the 
Potrero shore of 
San 
Francisco bay. 


This unprecedented and never since 
approached sup])ly Avas as 
carefully 
guarded as if it had been made up of 
golden eagles. 
Not that 
there Avas 
much danger of its being stolen—for 
Avhalobone is stored in such masses 
that it cannot easily be taken away— 
but it is a decidedly inflammable sub- 
stance, and 
there Avas great fear of 
lire. 
The 
storehouse 
is a perfect 
vault, Avith Avails of brick and 
stone 
and iron roof and doors. 
A ])erforat- 
ed pipe, from Avhich the Avhole place 
could 
be readily flooded in case of 
lire, 
runs 
all aroxind the top, and 
when the store of bone is large, trust- 
ejj^watchmen guard 
the place night 
and day. 


There is always great danger to 
Avhalebone 
from rats—pests 
Avhich 
are extremely numerous on the 
San 
Francisco Avater front, especially in the 
fall, Avhen the Avhaleships make their 
ai^pearance. 
In order to make sure 
that these 
sharp-toothed destroyers 
shall be kept out small iron doors, 
grated in small meshes, have been put 
in. 
When the big doors are opened 
for ventilation—and Avhalebone 
must 
be treated to plenty of fresh air— 
these grated screens are shut. 
As 
rats' teeth, though potent, 
are not 
quite hard enough to negotiate cold 
iron, this precaution has always served 
its purpose admirably. 


Because of the possibility of 
fire, 
the men Avho receive the bone from 
the ships are always in a hurry to get 
through with it. 
As soon as a bone- 
laden craft docks, a big force of men 
is employed, and they pitch in 
and 
transfer the cargo Avith all 
possible 
haste, Avorking night and day 
until 
the task is done. 
And as soon there- 
after as it is feasible the whole batch 
is put aboard ships and railroad trains 
for the cast, there to be distributed 
to tho American and European 
"cut- 
ting" establishments. 


From 1000 to iiOOO pounds of bone 
are furnished by each Avhale, the lat- 
ter amount, ho^sever, being decidedly 
exceptiona]. 
Before 
leaving 
San 
Francisco the bone lo split, H<n'ted ac- 
cording to color, 
and 
tied 
up 
in 
bundles. 
After collecting, the pieces 
are termed 
"stalks" 
an<l 
"slabs." 
They are from three 
to 'eight feet in 
length when ready for shipment, and 
Avuigh from three pounds up to six or 
iîeven. 


When received by the manufacturer 
each 
slalj is fringed Avith strong, 
glossy black hair. 
This has a separ- 
ate value of its own, 
and is used in 
certain furniture manufactures; also 
mixed 
Avith horsehair 
in 
brushes. 
After it has been shaved oil* the slabs 
are scrubbed vigorously and then put 
to soak in Avuter for a week. 
When 
sufficiently softened they are 
sub- 
jected to the action of hot steam iu 


strong receptacles of special design. 
They are then ready 
to be split into 
"shell" and "grain" bone. After that 
they are cut into stays, Avhipstocks, 
etc. 


The utmost pains have to be taken 


Avith 
the bone from the time it is 
moved from the head of the A v h a l e un- 
til it is safely through the manufac- 
turing process in order to jirevent 
"nicking." 
Although it 
has to 
be 
thoroughly softened before being reg- 
ularly "cut" in the factories, it is ex- 
ceptimially tender at all times and the 
least 
oarolessness 
will 
sometimes 
greatly reduce the value of a slab cA-en 
Avhen the resulting "nick" is so slight 
as hardly to be noticed on inspection. 
It is considered a great breach of com- 
mercial honor for a dealer in bone to 
offer a nicked bundle Avithout making 
knoAvn the 
defect, and all such lots 
are carefully marked 
"cut" 
iu vSan 
Francisco. 


Whalebone is often spoken of as the 
jaAv, but really this is a misnomer— 
the bone of commerce being really cut 
from tho teeth, of Avhich there are 473 
in the jaws of every Avhale, 
A fair- 
sized front tooth is Avorth quite $50 
at present prices, 4ind the entire head 
of a big Avhale represents a good deal 
of money.

The design of tho stami) is ouicravod 


on Bteel, and, in printing, plates ure 
used on -whieh 200 stiimps have been 
engraved. 
Two men are iiept busy at 


work covering these ^^ith colored inks, 
and passing them to a man and a gir] 
Avho are equally busy printing them 
with large roiling hand presses. Three 
of these little squads are employwl all 
the time. 
After the small sheets of 


paper contAining 200 printed stamps. 
have dried enough they are sent into 
another room and gummed. The gum 
made for this purpose is a 
peculiar 


ix>mposltion. made of the powder of 
dried potatoes and other vegetables, 
mixed with w a t e r . 
A f t e r havin* been 
again dried—this time on little ra^-Rs 
fanned by stea>m power—for about an 
hour, they are very earefiilly put be- 
tween sheets of pasteboard and press- 
ed in hydraulic presses capable of ap- 
plying a Avelght of 2,000 tons. 
The 
next thing is to cut the sheets In two, 
Kioh shee^t, of course, when cut, con- 
taining 100 stamps. This is done by a 
girl with a large pair of shears, cut- 
ting by hand being preferred to that 
by machinery, which would 
destroy 
too many stJimp«. They are then pass- 
ed to jtnofi'her .«Quad of workers, who 
perforate 
the 
paper 
between 
the 
slumps. 
Nexl; they are pressed once 
more and then packed and labeled and 
rtowed away, to be sent out to thi 
various offices when ordered. If a sin- 
gle stamp is torn or in any way muti- 
lated, the whole sheet of 100 stamps la 
burned. 
Not less than 50,000 are said 
to be burned every week from this 
cause. 
The greatest care is taken in 
counting the sheets of stamps, to guard 
against pilfering by the 
employes.-

The problem of making by machiiv 
ery lace which cannot possibly be dis- 
tinguished from that made by 
hand 
seems to be solved by a machine in 
vented by a Spaniard and now In use 
In a groat Nottingham lace factory. It 
claims to reproduce any pattern that 
can be made by hand on the cushion, 
and one-third flner than the average 
quantity of lace. The mechanism has 
a speed of 130 motions per 
minute, 
which can be raised to 200, BO that fl 
machine 80 inches wide, making 2-inch 
breadtlis. Avould perform the work o( 
forty women. 
The design Is prlckefl 
out on n enshion rulefl in sonares. and 
lace pins siiick at the corners of the 
aquares, where they remain until the 
lace is iinishe<l. The real lace is then 
decomposed by the woman who made 
it. 
She has at her side an assistant 
who takes down the flgures as they arc 
called out 1o her. The rows of pins or 
motions are worked down the left side 
of the cushion draught; the number of 
threads is marked from left to right 
along the top, and the maker reads the 
number to her assii^tant while decom- 
posing, the exact motion of each threcid 
being recorded. 
The paper on which 
the motion« are marked Is then taken 
to the puncher, who prepares the cards 
accordingly, and the cards being placed 
on the machine reproduce exactly the 
same detdgn. 
The machine Is small, 
entirely antoraatlc and Is only »topped 
to fill the bobbins. 
The bands of lace 
are not attached to each other, each 
being woven separate. 
The threads 
io not become dirty or discolored and 
the lace come« from the machine readj 
for the wearer.

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HUNTING SNAKES IN INDIA. 


Mow TlH^y Avo Mudo llrlnlo^s Aflov Uo- 


Ins; CnptuvciK 


]\IennííL>vies are ahvays in need of 
RUftkes, and as India abounds in theso 
reptiles, perhaps to a Rroater extent 
than any other country in tho world, 
to India go tho managers when 
their 
stock begiuK to run low. 
Snake hunt- 
ing in India, unless ono understands 
the trade, is a pcrihnis business, tor a 
larger percentage of ibo Indian sev- 
ponls aro moro poisonous than in any 
other part ol' the globe, and even a 
Hindoo has uo desire to die of snake 
bite, nor ^vithin the crushing folds of 
aronstrietor. 
Besides, bo^YOVor, the 
demands from the menageries, tho 
Indian government pays a bounty on 
snakes heads, so there is a double in- 
ocnlive to Indian snake hunters, and 
\vhcn there aro suíhcient orders on 
hand from tho menageries a hunt is 
organized. 


IVejiarations are made by aseertain- 
ing from tbcnativos apromisingsnake 
district, which is usually a tract of 
jungle Avith a thick bamboo oi grasa 
undergrowth. 
In such lands snakes 
are found by thousands, and, after a 
promising patch is discovered, a be- 
ginning is made by clearing or burn- 
ing the undergrowth from a strip en-® 
tiroly cucircling tho snake farm: then 
n broad expanse of perhaps an acre is 
clearcd on one side, and there i«^ lo- 
cated the snake trap, a netting extend- 
ed for 200 or ^00 yards on each side of 
tho cleared tract, 'its -vviugs gradually 
contracting to load the reptiles into a 
üul de sac, from which there is no es- 
cape. 
Heveral hundred natives are 
assembled, and on a day when the 
wind is from the right quarter they 
surround the district selected, and, at 
a given signal, set lire to the juuglo. 
\i'ter tho ñre has fairly started the na- 
tives are called behind the netting, as 
there is no need of their services on 
the other sides, for every snake ten- 
ant of the brush flees in the same di- 
rection toward tho fatal netting. 


Behind it stand rows of men, armed 
with clubs and sticks, ready to give 
their snakeships a lively reception. 
As the iire apin'oaches the netting, the 
snakes come in crowds, by hundreds, 
sometimes by thousands. 
At 
the 
wings the men are concentrated, with 
their clubs, ready to kill those at- 
tempting to escape, and as the main 
body of the reptiles approaches the 
netting the Avings are pushed forward 
toward each other, the stakes suj)- 
porting the netting are driven lirnily 
into the ground, and the snakes are 
inclosed. 
But snakes can climb al- 
most as Avell as monkeys, and so the 
men at the Avings are kept busy killing 
those that endeavor to escape over the 
ropes. 
At the cui de sac .tbc<netting 
extends above as AVOII as on the sides, 
and the larger portion of the reptiles 
are finally concentrated Avithiuthis in- 
closure. 
There the scene is ono of 
lively animation, for thesuakes are all 
sizes, some of the venomous reptiles 
of India not being more than six or 
eight inches in length, and, as their 
movements are very quick, the bare- 
footed beaters are kept dodging about 
in a manner at once grotesque and 
amusing, their anxiety to escape tho 
small serpents that go through net- 
ting like a flash, being even greater 
than their eagerness to kill as many 
snakes as possible, and thus receive a 
larger share of the government bounty. 
No snake is permitted to escajie, and 
after all the smaller reptiles Avhich can 
work their way through the meshes of 
the net have been killed, attention is 
turned to the larger Avhich remain. 


In various parts of the netting there 
are loops Avhich can be untied and then 
refastened, and, after the slaughter of 
the little snakes has been 
fíniphedjthe 
Avork of capturing the most promis- 
ing specimens begins. 
Tne superin- 
tendent points at an anaconda that 
Avill bring a good price, and, as the 
animal tUrusts its head against the 
netting in fruitless efforts to escape, a 
stick Avith a Avire loop at the end is in- 
troduced, the snake is lassooed im- 
mediately back of the head, the Avire 
is tightened, and the future occupant 
of a menagerie cage, hissing 
and 
Avrithing, is 
dragged 
through 
and 
seized by a dozen natives at once. 
Bundles of bamboo, cnt into proper 
lengths, have already been prepared, 
three or four men straighten the simke 
and lay him on a bamboo, sometimes 
placing three or four smaller splints 
around him, and then lashing him se- 
curely doAvnAvith bamboo withes every 
inch of his length. 
Generally the 
lashing is found to be suflicient, and 
only Avhen the serpent is very large 
and poAverful are the extra bamboos 
tied around him for fear he might 
hrqak tho stick to Avhich he is fas- 
tened. 
This operation is not carried 
on Avithout an immense amount oi 
protest from the snake, 
Avhich hisses 
in the most terrifying manner and 
Avriggles Avildly in an elfort to escape. 
But hissing and Avriggling are all in 
vain; the Hindoos lash hiai doAvn,ilu. 
ishmg the operation by forcing his up- 
per jaw upon the lower, and tying the 
tAvo together to the stick in such aAvay 
that he cannot even hiss. 
After ali 
the best specimens have been selacted 
and tied, the remainder are uilled, be- 
headed, and the heads sent to the 
nearest government 
station for tho 
bounty, and the captives ar¿ loaded 
into carts for transportation to Bom- 
bay, where they are disposed of to the 
European agents.—Bt. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.
